No UNITED STATES LIQUOR LICENSES 


IN THE STATES.—The editor of the 
Christian Advocate, in answer to a Penn- 
sylvania correspondent, who speaks of a 
"United States license" having been 
granted for the sale of liquor in his town 
says: 


"The federal 
government 
has no 


power to grant license to sell liquor in 
the States 
A United States liquor tax 


receipt is of no more value as a defense 
against a c harge of violating a State law 
than a piece of brown paper. This ques- 
tion has been decided over and over 
again. 
Any State can prohibit the sale 


of liquor or its manufacture. The United 
States can proceed to tax the manufacture 
or the sale, even though the sale or the 
manufacture be contrary to State law. 
If to-day in the State of Maine a col- 
lector of internal revenue could find a 
distillery or brewery he could collect his 
tax upon, though the said distillery or 
brewery would be directly in violation of 
the Maine law. The wliter his used the 
records of the internal revenue office to 
secure probable cause to put detectives 
upon the track of men who were selling 
contrary to State law, and has obtained 
evidence sufficient to secure their con- 
viction or to compel them to plead guilty 
when they possessed the receipts for the 
money th.it they paid to the United 
States government. State rights 
are 


still well defined, and all should under- 
stand that, in this matter, except in 
original imported packages, the federal 
government cannot touch the matter."

THE TKSDESCT OF BCIIIHTinC IS- 


Through Captain F. Petrie, tbe Secre- 


tary of the Victoria Institute, or Philo- 
sophical Society of Qreat Britain, tbe 
GAZETTE i» indebted for tbe following 
account of its most important annual 
meeting held for some years : 


Sir Henry Barkly, G.C.M.O., F.R.S., 


took the chair at tbe annual meeting of 
the Victoria (Philosophies^ Institute, at 
7, Adelphi Terrace, London, in tbe last 
week in June. Tbe Honorable Secretary, 
Captain F. Petrie, F.R.S.L., read tbe 
report, by which it appearedj^rf:.the 
Institute,—founded to investigate all 
questions of Philosophy and Science, and 
more especially any alleged to militate 
against the truth of Revelation,—had 
DOW risen to 1,020 members, of whom 
about one-third were Foreign, Colonial, 
and American, and new applications to 
join were constantly coming in. An in- 
creasing number of leading men of Sci- 
ence had joined its ranks, and men of 
Science, whether in its ranks or not, co- 
operated in its work. 
During the session 


a careful analysis had been undertaken 
by Professor Stokes, F.R.S., Sir J. R. 
Bennett, Vice President R.S., 
Professor 


Beale, F R.S , and others, of the various 
theories of Evolution, and it was reported 
that, as yet, no scientific evidence had 
been met with giving countenance to the 
theory that man had been evolved from a 
lower order in animals; and Professor 
Vircho had declared that there was a 
complete absence of any fossil type of a 
lower stage in the development of man; 
and that any positive advance in the 
province of prehistoric anthropology has 
actually removed us further from proofs 
of such connection,—namely, with the 
rest of the animal kingdom 
In this, 


Professor Barrande, the great palaeontol- 
ogist, had concurred, declaring that in 
none of hii investigations had he found 
any one fossil species develop into an- 
other. In fact, it would seem that no 
scientific man had yet discovered a link 
between man and the ape, between fish 
and frog, or between the vertebrate and 
the invertebrate animals ; further, there 
was no evidence of any one species, fossil 
or other, losing its peculier characteris- 
tics to acquire new ones belonging to 
other species; for instance, however 
similar the dog to the wolf, there was no 
connecting 
link, and 
among extinct 


species the same was the case ; there was 
no gradual passage from one to another. 
Moreover, the first animals that existed 
on the earth were by nn means to be con- 
sidered as inferior or degraded. Among 
other investigations, one into the truth of 
the argument from Design in Nature had 
been carried on, and had hitherto tended 
to fully confirm that doctrine. 
The ques- 


tion of the Assyrian inscriptions and the 
recent Babylonian researches had bee 
under the leadership of Mr. Hormuzt 
Kassam, who, one his arrival from Nine- 
veh, 
had given a full report of the exten 


of his new excavations, which were of th 
highest interest. 
His discovery of Seph 


arvaim, one of the first cities mentione 
in Holy Writ, was most important. Pro 
fessor Dehtsch and other, aided in th 
consideratien of the discoveries and th 
inscriptions found. Two meetings bai 
been held to consider tbe question raisei 
in Mr. Herbert Spencer's Philosophy 
and Lord O'Neill and others had shown

Thirty-five of 


this force of workmen are employed ex- 
clusively in preparing paving blocks—so 
popular with Philadelphians who appre- 
ciate only the best of pavements that can 
be laid. Payments are made to the em- 
ployes every two weeks to the amount of 
12,500, and daily two hundred tons of 
stone are shipped to markets that are 
ever eager to purchase. The stone is 
taken from its strata-bed by means of 
derricks operated by steam; it is then 
conveyed by small cars, run on a track 
laid in the quarries, to a place where the 
blocks are cut into remarkably true and 
smooth squares, after which a hoisting, 
apparatus elevates the same to the dis- 
tance of about seventy-five feet, where 
cars of two-ton capacity are filled and run 
rapidly across the river on a suspended 
wire. In the aerial flight ths cars are 
propelled by steam pswer, and as they go 
almost flying over the wide expanse of 
water, they prove a very interesting sight, 
besides displaying great ingenuity in 
landing their 'heavy weights' on the Jer- 
sey shore.

One reason why corn bread is so often 


unsuccessful is that the batter is made 
too thick ; it should be thinner than for 
johnny-cake, as the flour helps to thicken 
it. 
Then one ought not to rely too im- 


plicitly on receipts; some kinds of flour 
and meal thicken more than others, so it 
is well to observe carefully the first time 
you use flour or meal from a new sock. 
On account of this difference many cooks 
prefer to purchase flour by the barrel, 
even for a very small family.

They were fined 
f 100 each for having put on the market 
substances adulterated with copper green, 
which was alleged to be dangerous to the 
consumers' health. They appealed, and 
called for a new inquest. To Mr. Depaire, 
a former professor at the Royal Univer- 
sity, who contended that copper salts 
were poisons, the defence opposed M. 
Dumoulin, professor at the University of 
Gand, who asserted that such salts are 
entirely inoffensive, and have been cal- 
umniated 
by science. "My wife, my 


children, and myself," said Prof. Dumou- 
lin,'"fed ourselves for a long time on 
large doses of copper salts, and, far from 
being sick, we have beea much invigo- 
rated by them." In spite of the vigorous 
protests of Prof. Depaire, the grocers 
were acquitted.
